Completion of the Lake Tununel for Sup-
plylng Chicago with Puare Waonter—

tton of the Lake Tunnel for supplying Chicago
with pure water. The workmen are within
thirteen inches of reaching the luke end of the |

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ABDICATION OF MAXIMILIAN.

'The Emperor Leaves Vera Oruz.

New Orceans, November U.—Maximilian has
tnken the declsive step of abdication. The rup-
ture between himself and the Freoch Govern-
ment being complete, he has left Mexico in the
hunde of Bazaine and Castelnan, the latter of
whom 1= understood to have full auth oty from
Napoleon to supersede the Marshal himezelf, if
neceseury. The late Emperor left Vera Cruz on
Thuradny, and may be expected at Havaua, on
his way to Europe, on Monday or Tuesday next.

Instead of removing them in
detachments, commencing in November and
ending within six months, it was proposed that
they should all be removed in one body on or
about the 1st of January. This Governmont
replied through Ministec Bigelow that 1t adhered
to the original upderstanding made in June,
and hoped that there would be no delay in the
guiling ol the first detachment danng
present month,

On Monday last the Marguis de Montholon

communicated to AMe haward g despatch from
his Government, intlmating that Napoleon de-

sired more time tor a general evacuation, pro-
posing to defer it four mouths, The President,
after due consultation with the Cabinet,
directed Mr. Sewnrd to reply to the French
Mimster that the Governwent saw no good
reagon for aceepting auy change, but insisting,
on the contrary, ou the terms communicated
by Mr. Bigelow on June @ lust being fully car
ried out.

The terms were proposed wholly by the French
Minister at that time, and were acoepted with-
oul moditicatiou by the Government, This con-
clusion was communicated to the Marquis de
Montholon, The Government has unofiiclal in-
formation that a part of the detachment of
French troops did sall fiom Western Mexico
about the 15t of November. The above, derived
from responsible sources, after careful fnguire,
will be found 1o be correot.
